Peaches, Toot explained, begin to 
bud in September and thi~ fcuddin 
c ntmues throughout th-' wint r 
n inths. Often, he said, it is possi­ 
ble, through' test- similar to those 
conducted th s week to predict the 
p nding crop by the last of Decern- 
b* ;• (r earlv January.

the first declaration in th* 
.tornary procedure of 
bargaining 
Under the terms of a compromise which ends the 
last of June, railroad wag*

basic rates. This cut was opposed bitterly by railroad 
employes, whose case is iounded on the contention 
that Hie earning power of hundreds of thousands of 
citizens should be considered ahead of the earning 
power of railroad securities. Union labor claims that 
labor costs are not the primary reason for the fi­ 
nancial cond.Hon of many railroads and that labor, 
therefore, should not be obliged to make any .sacri­ 
fices.

It becomes increasingly difficult to focus attention 
on the legislative machine that functions sporadically 
in Columbus.
